1 . The information disclosure statement filed 4/23/04 fails to comply with the provisions of 
37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because whether citation no. 7 is for consideration of US 
patent 5902983 or to a patent issued by Eppig as published on 3-3-1992. At the least, the record 
is confusing as to what reference is to be considered. It has been placed in the application file, 
but the information referred to therein has not been considered as to the merits. Applicant is 
advised that the date of any re-submission of any item of information contained in this 
information disclosure statement or the submission of any missing element(s) will be the date of 
submission for purposes of determining compliance with the requirements based on the time of 
filing the statement, including all certification requirements for statements under 37 CFR 1.97(e). 
See MPEP § 609.05(a). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Walker 
(6168522). While features of an apparatus may be recited either structurally or functionally, 
claims directed to an apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure 
rather than function. In re Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 1477-78, 44 USPQ2d 1429, 1431-32 (Fed. 
Cir. 1997) (The absence of a disclosure in a prior art reference relating to function did not defeat 
the Board's finding of anticipation of claimed apparatus because the limitations at issue were

found to be inherent in the prior art reference); see also In re Swinehart, 439 F.2d 210, 212-13, 
169 USPQ 226, 228-29 (CCPA 1971); In re Danly, 263 F.2d 844, 847, 120 USPQ 528, 531 
(CCPA 1959). "[A]pparatus claims cover what a device is, not what a device does." Hewlett- 
Packard Co. v. Bausch & Lomb Inc., 909 F.2d 1464, 1469, 15 USPQ2d 1525, 1528 (Fed. Cir. 
1990) (emphasis in original). Also, a claim containing a "recitation with respect to the manner in 
which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed 
apparatus from a prior art apparatus" if the prior art apparatus teaches all the structural 
limitations of the claim. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987) (The 
preamble of claim 1 recited that the apparatus was "for mixing flowing developer material" and 
the body of the claim recited "means for mixing said mixing means being stationary and 
completely submerged in the developer material". The claim was rejected over a reference which 
taught all the structural limitations of the claim for the intended use of mixing flowing developer. 
However, the mixer was only partially submerged in the developer material. The Board held that 
the amount of submersion is immaterial to the structure of the mixer and thus the claim was 
properly rejected.). In this case, Walker discloses a game machine (abstract, 2:42-60, 3:30-4:14, 
7:6-8:29, figs 1-12) comprising claimed structure including a data input module (12, 38), main 
and sub-memory storing numerical data (14) to record/store credits input/won and dispense to 
hopper (22, 24) or transfer to another machine/player as per game or management rules so as to 
permit a player to transfer credit to another player on another machine or to permit the player to 
wager with house money, and a display to display numerical data as credits insert/won (32) 
including time and ratio concerns (7:6-8:29) and a control unit as processor of game machine of 
central server to which the game machine is connected to over network for accessing account 
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information (3:30-4: 14). In this instance, Walker teaches claimed structure performing function 
of tracking credits insert/won for dispensing or transferring according to game or management 
rule.
